Co.tumsus, Omo, October 15.—At 6 o'clock last 
evening Gen. Bennett, one of the Republican cam- 
paign orators, came out of the Republican head- 
quarters and informed methat his friend Dudley 
seemed very much depressed, as the only cheering 
news thus far received was from Onyahoga County. 
At Democratic headquarters the feeling was much 
the same, as I knew from observation. Both sides 
were weary and anxious. Mr. Filley stated, soon 
afterward, that telegrams indicated that Cuyahoga 
had given 3,000 Republican majority. Mr. Bargar 
sent word that Mr. Filley could win 
on that proposition, and Mr. 
Filley declined, saying he had merely 
quoted telegraphic dispatches. Half an 
hour later Mr. Filley received a dispatch stating 
that both Butterworth and Brown were elected in 
Cincinnati,and that Hamilton County had gone 1,000

for the Democrats. But it was only the beginning, 
and for the next four hours the cold wave continued 
in a way calculated to freeze Democratic marrow. 
The Republicans received their returns 
in the City Hall. where they were 
read to several thousand of the faithful. William 
Henry Smith, the stalwart Associated Press mana- 
ger, was at the helm at the Western Union Tele- 
graph Office, and, under his direction, every tele- 
graph operator in the State was made an agent for 
the collection and transmission of returns of 
his own county, the same being collected, tabulated 
and summarized by a force of forty Associated 
Press clerks, From the very outset the returns in- 
dicated Republican gains. The reading clerk at 
the hall would sometimes read fifteen an- 
nouncements of Republican gain before 
he would strike a puny Democratic 
gain of three or four votes, and it seemed as though 
a cycione had struck the State and knocked all the 
Democrats out.

WARNER AND GRAVES. 

The efforts of the Kansas City Times to rec- 
oncile the wronged majority of the Democratic 
voters of the Fifth District to the means by 
which Mr. GRAVES was foisted on them as the 
party nominee, are liable to intensify their dis- 
gust. 

A large majority of the Democratic voters of 
the district live in Jackson County. They did 
not want GRAVES two years ago and said so by 
a huge majority, but he was foisted upon them. 
This time they did not even recognize him as a 
candidate in their primaries, and divided their 
votes between two Jackson County men, with 
the clearly expressed understanding that her 
whole vote was to go to her favorite and nom- 
inate him, unless the support received by her 
second choice from the other two counties 
should suffice to nominate the latter. In spite 
of this understanding, the committee and 
the Times, in open defiance of the voice of the 
people at the primaries, proclaimed Mr. 
GRAVES the nominee of the party, when he had 
received no votes in Jackson County, and not 
one-third of the district vote. 

The processes by which more than half of the 
Democratic voters of the district were disfran- 
chised in their own party were as outrageous, 
as lawlesg as wanting in good faith and fairness 
as the disfranchisement of Jackson County by 
the Republican State officials in 1868. it was 
so outrageous that public opinion and the Dem- 


editor of the Times is a member, refused to 
sustain it, and a new primary had to 
be ordered. For this second primary 
the district committee appointed such a 
set of judges and managers that 
Mr. WALLACE refused to take part further in 
such a contest, and Mr. Graves is to-day the 
nominee of a minority of his party, depending 
on voters who where disfranchised by their own 
party organization, to elect him over Wan- 
NER. 


Under the circumstances the Times should 
say very little about Wanwer's accepting the 
office of Prosecuting Attorney in 1868.

Doubtless a few more years of Republican ad- 
ministration, of the ascendency of railroad land 
grabbers and great combinations of capital, 
aided by powerful partners like ELKINS and 
DorsEY and Brame and BuTLeR in their 
schemes for robbing us of our land, will leave 
nothing but worthless tracts for the bona fide 
settler. But the repeal of those laws would ex- 
clude the settler as well as the land-grabbers; 
it would punish him for their crimes 
while they go unpunished and un- 
disturbed in the possession of the 
vast tracts they have stolen; it would be a con- 
fession that our administration has already be- 
come too corrupt to protect the public domain, 
the heritage of the people, from spoliation, and 
cannot be trusted to execute the most whole- 
some laws without permitting them to be per- 
verted to the uses and ends of robber combi- 
nations. 

Perbaps a new deal at Washington, a new set 
of influences in the Departments, a break-up of 
the old rings and combinations that have ruled 
so long and with such immense profit to them- 
selves, would put a different face upon the 
matter, and give us executive officers willing 
and not afraid to enforce the laws against Star- 
Routers and land thieves. As it is, the spoilers 
have trained too long in the retinue of the men 
in power, and have bound thenr by a network 
of partnerships and mutual liabilities that fully 
account for the impunity vouchsafed to con- 
spiracies against the public treasury and the 
public domain.

Blaine and Josiah Caldwell. 

From a Boston Herald. 5 

The following facts have come to us from a man 
of character, who was personally cognizant of 
them: After the Little Rock and Fort Smith affair, 
Josiah Caldwell went to England, and, to further 
his speculative schemes there, he sought the aid of 
Mr. Edwards Pierrepont, the United States Minis- 
ter, to obtaina presentation tothe Court of St. 
James. Mr. Pierrepont applied to a Bos- 
tonian of acknowledged integrity who was then vis- 
iting London, and was told that Boston business 
men consjdered Mr. Caldwell dishonorable. He 
thereupon refused to present Caldwell at Court. 
Shortly after this, Mr. Pierrepont received a cable 
message from Mr. Blaine, saying that Caldwell was 
an honorable man and his intimate friend, and 
asked asa favor that the presentation be made. 
Caldwell was then presented,and by means of 
prestige thus obtained he went among the nobility 
and other prominent persons in England and vie- 
timized them by enticing them into his disastrous 
speculations. Caldwell's subsequent failure in Lon- 
don earried with it the failure of his English friends, 
who were led into his clutches solely by the indorse- 
ment of Blaine. It is this fact that causes London 
merchants to-day to oppose Blaine on the ground 
that he ig dishonest and unscrupulous. Mr. Cald- 
well wentto London, leaving behind an unsavory 
record, and Blaine knew it, yet vouched for him as 
a highly respectable and thoroughly honest man.

New York, October 15.--The Wortp says: The 
result of the election in Ohio yesterday is a drawn 
battle, with a slight advantage to the Democracy. 
The Repubhecans, although cautious in their esti 
mates during the last few days. felt confident of a 
niajority far exceeding the October majority of 19.- 
00 in 1880. They had some ground for their con- 
fidence. They used more than §1,000,000 illegiti- 
mately in the State. Blaine’s ‘magnetism’ wus be- 
lieved to be good for 20,000 votes. They repeat 
their victory of twenty-eight years in the State, but 
their majority is reduced and they have the disturb- 
ing element of St. John’s spirited canvass threaten- 
ing them néxt month. Biaine is shown not to be the 
true heir of Garfield. Despite the money of Jay 
Gould, Huntington, Morton, Field, Sage and Star- 
Route expectants, he has probably only about half 
the majority of the Garfield year. The result is what 
the Won expected and predicted. 

THE SUN. ‘ 
The Sun says: “The Republicans carried Ohio 
yesterday by a majority sufficiently decisive to dis- 
pel, in a great measure, the uncertainties which 
have of late clouded the campaign. So far, the re- 
turns which have been received indicate that this 
majority will be not less than 16,000, and it is not 
probable that the complete count of the vote will 
materially offset this estimate.”

The Herald says: The Democrats have no reason 
to be discouraged at the result of yesterday, but on 
the contrary. The Blame men have spent their 
strength on a blow which hurts them far more than 
it does their antagonists,” .

If 
in the Ohio returns they can find new reasons for 
indulging the pleasing delusion that their candidate 
will secure a majority of the electoral votes of the 
country in November, we would not rob them of 
that fleeting joy. for to do that would be both cruel 
and useless. As for those whose sympathies in this 
great contest are with Mr. Blaine’s opponent, they 
will see little cause for discouragement in the elec- 
tion of the Republican candidate for Secretary of 
State in Republican Ohio by a majority of 13,000 
votes.

How “Horizontal Bill’ Treated His Con- 
stituents with Neglect and Indifference— 
His Apathy and Opposition to River Im- 
provement and Mail Facilities—His Free 
Trade Tendencies Disgusting the Labor- 
ers—Why Bill Morrison Will he Defeated 
in November. 7 


A short trip yesterday by. the Post-DisPatou 
representative through a portion of St. Clair County 
was the means of obtaining a good many points on 
the present campaign and some of the reasons 
which seein to account for the closeness of the fight 
for the Congressional representation. The principle 
of the stern-chase being a long one is ssen in the 
difficulty of overtaking and displacing a man who 
led his district for the number of years that Mr. 
Morrison has, and who has induced the people to 
consider it but natural that he should represent 
their interests and plead their causes in Congress. 
This year, however, as before intimated, and as one 
old-timer was overheard to say: Tom Needles is 
after him about as hot as any man we've had.“ 

Mr. Morrison's strength asa canvagser is seen in 
the skill with which he picks out the vulnerable 
points in his opponent's position and the vividness 
with which these weaknesses are exposed to the 
voters. In most of the campaigns ng 
the present one there have been causes 
which not only made ail the Democrats of the dis- 
trict solid for Morrison, but disaffected many of t 
1 who simply staid away from the 

allowed the opposition to be elected rather t 
swallow their objection to the Republican nominee. 
„This case was seen two years ago, when Judge Kueff- 
ner ran against Mr. Morrison. In 1881, the State 
Legislature, which was Republican, a bill

Reasons 
of this kind which seem to account for the past de- 
feats of the opponents of Mr. Morrison are almost 
entirely wanting this year, and the contest will be 
decided by the relative h of the 
twp parties. This fact makes the Needles men 
have great hove for their candidate, because the 
district showed its Republican tendency when it 
gave Garfieid 583 majority. St. Clair and Madison 
Counties have been at loggerheads for a number of 
years, and as the last three opponents of Mr. Morri- 
son—Hay, Baker and Kueffoer—were all St. Clair 
men, the bad blood between the two counties showed 
itself in the marked indifference with which the 
Madison people worked for the Republican candi- 
date.

It was established in compll- 
ance with the laws of the State, in chapter 178. laws 
ot 1875, which prohibits children between the ages 

of 2 and 16 years becoming inmates of tbe 

regular County Aims House, or, in other words, the 

introduction of children between these ages to a 

Poor House, occupied by adult paupers. The estab- 

lishment has been under the management of Mrs. 

Wheeler, as matron, and under her guidance the 


pauper children bave been reared and instructed 
away from the demoralizing mfluence of pauper 
society. Asfar as possibie, the matron of this 
Home bas kept it up to the 
full meas ure of the ideal upon 
which it was founde:!, and it is a singular fact that 


| there has been no serious sickness and but one, 
death among over 400 inmates. The charge made 


by Mr. Titus against the visiting committee of the 
Institution is that, without even the permission of 
the overseers of the poor, they have, through the 
Children’s Aid Society of New York, found homes 
for some of the children.
